key,  Iran,  Australia,  New  Zea¬ 
land,  Ethiopia,  China,  Japan, 
Burma,  Siam,  Iceland,  Haiti, 
Cuba,  Puerto  Rico,  Canada, 
Mexico,  all  Central  and  South 
American  nations  and  at  least 
a  dozen  others.  Now  add  slugs, 
washers  and  play  money  to 
these  coins. 


Some  of  the  foreign  coins 
are  bought  by  banks,  and  the 
slugs,  w  a  s  he  r  s  and  play 
money  are  kept  in  a  gunny 
sack  in  a  vault  in  the  tax  of¬ 
fice.  Right  now  the  sack  is 
full.  Eventually  this  stuff  will 
be  sold  as  scrap  metal. 


The  nine  meter  collectors, 
some  of  whom  have  been  on 
the  job  for  10  years,  live  in  the 
hope  of  finding  a  valuable 
rare  coin,  but  not  one  has  ever 
showed  up. 

Mrs  Whightsel's  biggest  prob¬ 
lem  is  wet  money  because  the 
coins  must  be  dry  before 
they’ll  go  through  the  separat¬ 
ing  and  counting  machines. 
Trouble  is,  nobody  has  invent- 
a  coin-drying  machine.  It’s 
quite  a  problem  because  it 
takes  a  coin  longer  to  cool 
than  dry,  so  a  drying  machine 
couldn’t  get  the  coins  too  hot.

Mr.  McNeill  among  his  other  in-  I 
terests  operated  one  of  the  first  | 
lumber  yards  on  lots  between  Sec¬ 
ond  and  Third  Streets.  There  he  j 
kept  a  man  to  take  care  of  the 
business.  One  day  during  Mr.  Mc¬ 
Neill's  absence,  this  lumberman 
rushed  over  to  Mrs.  McNeill  and 
said  a  man  had  driven  away  with 
a  large  load  of  lumber  and  as  he 
left  he  said  "charge  this  to  Bean- 
blossom”.  The  lumberman  did  not 
know  if  the  fellow  was  joking  or 
not,  whether  there  was  a  Bean- 
blossom  family  or  whether  he 
would  ever  get  pay  for  that  lum¬ 
ber.  But  Mrs.  McNeill  knew  there 
were  many  Beanblossom  families 
and  that  their  credit  was  v  ery  1 
good,  so  the  man  went  back  to  \ 
work  satisfied  that  he  had  done 
nothing  wrong

once  pasture  with  a  deer  park  and 
there  Mr.  McNeill  kept  several 
head  of  *ieer  which  were  a  delight 
to  passersby.  One  time  a  deer  es¬ 
caped  and  while  roaming  north  of 
town,  was  shot  by  a  farmer,  who 
thought  it  would  appear  that  the 
deer  was  wild  and  was  passing 
through  but  Mr.  McNeill  knew  it 
was  his  deer  and  an  adjustment 
was  made.  Pea  fowls  flocked  the 
place,  would  fly  over  the  fence, 
and  to  the  house  tops  and  even 
come  in_  at  the  windows  if  there 
were  no  screens.  The  fawns  would 
also  play  about,  and  the  children 
had  other  pets  like  pigs,  calves, 
lambs  and  chickens. 

Mr.  McNeill  was  at  one  time 
probably  the  wealthiest  man  in 
the  county.  He  was  the  pioneer 
livestock  buyer  of  this  section.  He 
owned  800  acres  of  land  at  one 
time,  much  of  which  was  in  its 
native  state,  and  not  under  cul¬ 
tivation.  Before  the  day  of  coal 
oil  lamps  he  established  his  own 
gas  system  at  his  home,  did  away 
with  the  tallow  candle  A  man  from 
St.  Louis  came  out  to  establish  the 
private  plant  Mr.  McNeill  was  one 
of  the  promoters  of  the  Vandalia 
railroad  and  was  a  director  for 
many  years,  and  was  president  of 
the  First  National  Bank  for  years. 

He  bought  livestock  before  the 
days  of  the  railroad  and  drove 
great  flocks  of  cattle  and  hogs  to 
the  St.  Louis  market.  That  was 
before  the  day  of  banks  and  Mr. 
McNeill  was  the  medium  of  ex¬ 
change  between  the  Greenville  ' 
stores  and  the  St.  Louis  bank, 
and  when  he  returned  from  tak¬ 
ing  stock  to  market,  he  would 
carry  home  under  his  saddle  hun¬ 
dreds  of  dollars. 

Mr.  McNeill  had  many  interests. 
Riding  home  on  his  horse,  weary 
from  the  long  days,  he  would  fall 
asleep  in  the  saddle  and  the  horse 
would  bring  him  home.  Mr.  Mc¬ 
Neill  was  buying  hogs  when  the 
Illinois  Central  afforded  the  only- 
outlet  for  shipping  between  Spring- 
field  and  East  St.  Louis,  then 
called  “Papp  town.”  At  one  time 
he  bought  up  all  the  salable  hogs 
in  a  given  radius  and  he  shipped 
out  two  long  trains  of  hogs  to 
market,  the  greatest  shipment  of 
hogs  on  the  road  up  to  that  time 
He  was  then  aged  32  years,  so  one 
can  see  that  he  began  his  activi¬ 
ties  early  in  life.  _______ 


That  was  the  day  before  hotels 
or  restaurants.  Nobody  "ate  out” 
but  they  ate  at  homes.  Mrs.  Da¬ 
vidson  recalled  that  her  father  had 
many  friends  who  would  come  to' 
visit  and  stay  over  night,  perhaps 
two  or  three  days,  or  a  week.  Hos¬ 
pitality  reigned;  everybody  .was 
welcome,  not  for  a  meal,  but  for 
a  week. 

The  cellar  hung  with  hams,  dried 
fruits  and  housed  potatoes,  turnips, 
apples,  great  jars  of  preserved 
cherries  and  plums.  Flour  wae 
bought  by  the  wagon  load,  coffee 
by  the  huge  sack  and  it  was  green 
and  had  to  be  roasted  in  the  oven. 

Light  came  from  candles,  and 
were  hand  fnade. 

The  vicinity  of  Sixth  Street  was 
the  central  part  of  the  town  in 
early  days  and  it  continued  on 
south.  Along  Fourth  street  was  a 
pond  which  was  later  drained. 

In  earlier  days  when  Mr.  Mc¬ 
Neill  bought  large  herds  of  cattle 
the  Dudleyville  road  was  open,  but 
Fourth  street  was  not  opened  up 
south  until  many  years  later.  Mr. 
McNeill  had  cattle  pens  south  of 
the  railroad  tracks  and  bought 
thousands  of  cattle  throughout  the 
years.  It  was  said  he  had  150 
customers  in  one  “loop”  running 
southeast  through  Beaver  Prairie 
and  embraced  every  farmer  along 
the  route,  but  two.  These  farmers 
aauled  their  livestock  in  usually 

'  on  Mondays  and  he  shipped  it 
out  later  in  the  week. 

The  McNeill  home  had  the  first 
landscaped  grounds  in  the  county, 
a  'French  landscaper  having  been 
brought  here  for  that  purpose.  The 
McNeills  also  had  the  first  car¬ 
riage  in  the  county  and  it  was 
loaned  for  every  funeral. 

H  A  Hubbard  Sr.,  of  this  city, 
recalls  that  he  cut  oats  west  of  the 
McNeill  home  in  1864  on  land  which  . 
extended  as  far  south  as  the  coun¬ 
ty  farm,  and  home.  A  .  Congrega¬ 
tional  minister  had  sown. the  crop, 
Mr.  Hubbard  does  not  recall  that 
the  McNeill  home.  had  been  built 
at  that  time.  Mr.  Hubbard  does  C 
remember  that  a  house  stood  di . 
rectly  west  of  the  present  home 
of  R.  W.  Hastings.  This  was  prob¬ 
ably  the  home  occupied  by  the 
Piani  family,  which  burned  years 
later.  r 


Mrs.  Davidson  said  Mr.  McNeill 
donated  Third  'street  to  the  town. 

So  another  landmark  of  the 
fathers  bows  to  the  march  of  time. 
Representative  of  pioneer  days, 
when  everything  was  done  by  hand, 
when  modes  of  travel  were  crude, 
when  pastime  and  amusements 
were  made  by  the  individual  fam¬ 
ily,  when  the  pioneers  were  more 
neighborly  than  are  their  descen¬ 
dants,  when  all  worked  to  make 
a  home  and  living  out  of  the  “op¬ 
portunities”  which  were  set  in 
granite, — when  life  was  really  hard. 
— it  gives  way  to  the  rush  and 
bustle  of  the  hour,  saying  “Howdy- 
do"  on  the  run  and  “Good-bye". 

J  without  even  a  handshake,  when 
the  home  is  but  a  filling  station 
and  a  place  to  snatch  a  few  hours 
sleep.

IS  RECALLED  AS 
EARLY  STOCK  MAN

The  connection  of  the  late  Abe 
McNeill  of  this  city  with  the  St. 
Loiiis  hog  market  in  fS52,  is  related  i 
in  the  files  of  the  Live  Stock  Re¬ 
porter  published  in  East  St.  Louis 
under  its  caption,  “Do  You  Remember 
25  Years  Ago?" 

Mr.  McNeill  was  a  very  prominent 
livestock  dealer  in  Bond  county  ^or 
many  years  and  the  clipping  ,'ltom 
the  Livestock  Reporter  is  of  milch  In¬ 
terest.  It  is  as  follows: 

"Abe  McNeill  of  Greenville,  Ill.,  told 
of  the  early  St.  Louis  hog  market. 
'My  business  as  a  livestock  dealer 
commenced  in  1852-53,  at  which  time 
all  the  stock  yarded  in  Sl  Louis  . 
and  vicinity  then  in  existence  there  | 
at  "Papstown,"  now  East  St.  Louis.  • 
and  located  on  the  premises  now  oc-  J 
cupied  by  Heim’s  brewery.  All  stock.  • 
whether  coming  from  Missouri  or  ! 
l.linois  was  driven  thrqugh  Papstown,  ' 
where  it  was  sold,  principally  to  St. 
Louis  butchers,  but  there  were  al30  ; 
purchasers  for  the  New  Orleans  mar-  • 
i:et.  The  market  was  open  from  10 
o'clock  in  the  morning  to  2  o'clock !  • 
in  the  afternoon.  The  butchers  would  ! 
come  over  from  St.  Louis  and  supply 
their  wants.  While  waiting  for  the 
market  to  open  we  herded  our  stock 
at  convenient  points,  and  I  herded 
much  stock  on  the  present  site  of 
the  National  Stock  Yards. 

"  ‘There  was  no  mention  of  ex¬ 
change  by  way  of  drafts,  as  in  the 
present  day.  I  would  go  to  stores  j 
here  in  Greenville,  and  get  their  ! 
currency  La  from  $100  to  $500  lots 
and  pay  it  out  to  the  farmers  for 
stock.  When  I  arrived  at  the  market 
and  sold  the  stock  and  collected  the 
money  I  would  go  and  pay  it  over  to 
the  various  wholesale  houses  from 
which  our_  merchants  bought  their 
goods.  They  had  no  other  way  of 
getting  their  money  down  to  St.  Louis 
and  they  were  glad  for  me  and  my 
hogs  to  do  their  hanking  for  them. 

“  ‘During  the  Civil  War  I  once 
shipped  52  cars  of  hogs  and  the 
train  was  pulled  by  two  engines  from 
Springfield,  Williamsville,  Chatham,  | 
Virden  and  Auburn.  %  tu  St.  Louis 
They  were  sold  to  John  J.  Roe  at 
8c  per  pound.  They  we'ghed  over 
800,000  pounds.’  "

I  remember  we  had  to  transfer 
there,  because  the  roads  were  of 
a  different  gauge.  We  transferred 
by  way  of  bridges.  In  those  days 
one  half  of  a  hog  had  mule  hoofs 
that  is,  the  hogs  would  have  one

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ANSWERS 

These  answers  appeared  in  the  Commercial  Appeal 
of  Memphis,  Term.,  about  1916,  and  were  preserved 
in  his  scrap-book  by  Dr.  Isham  Patten  Trotter,  Bap¬ 
tist  preacher,  who  belongs  to  the  Winona,  Miss., 
branch  of  Trotters,  originally  from  Brunswick  Coun¬ 
ty,  Va. 

TROTTERS 

A  full  history  of  this  quaintly  named  old  family- 
can  be  found  in  Bushe's  County  Families  of  England  ; 
and  their  various  crests  and  coats  of  arms,  in  his 
“Armorial  Bearings.” 

They  probably  came  into  England  or  Scotland 
about  the  time  of  Henry  III,  as  they  are  found  in  the 
list  of  landed  estates  in  1300,  the  device  being,  a 
penant  shaped  shield,  bearing  a  star  and  a  horse, 
with  the  name,  Trotar,  above.  Later  it  is  spelled, 
Troter.  The  termination  indicates  a  French  or  Span¬ 
ish  origin.  The  star  means  that  the  bearer  was  a 
second  son,  and  the  horse,  that  he  was  a  mounted 
cavalier  in  the  direct  service  of  the  King. 

The  Trotter  estates  lay  in  the  southern  part  of  Scot¬ 
land,  and  the  north  of  England;  they  became 
possessed  of  many  manors  and  castles,  and  allied 
with  various  different  and  noble  families  of  their 
day. 

Skelton  Castle,  in  Yorkshire,  where  Sterne  wrote 
his  Sentimental  Journey,  was  one  of  their  demesnse. 
The  crest  of  the  Trotters  of  Skelton  was  a  lion’s 
head  on  an  ermine  collar,  with  the  motto,  “Fortis 
non  ferox.”  The  lion’s  head  indicated  a  connection 
with  royalty.  The  Earl  of  Gowrie,  who  was  the 
custodian  of  the  “secret  letter  casket”  of  Mary 
Queen  of  Scotts,  was  a  member  of  the  family.  John, 
Baron  of  Morton  Hall,  was  the  seventh  of  the  name 
in  his  line. 

About  1700  the  family  dwindled,  owing  to  lack  of 
male  heirs;  and  a  century  later  the  last  heiress  of  the 
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Trotters  married ;  and  her  husband,  by  act  of  Parity 
ment,  took  the  name  and  coat  of  arms.  Of  the  pres¬ 
ent  representatives  in  England,  Maj.  Gen.  Sir  Henry 
Trotter  commands  the  Home  Distract  of  the  King’s 
Colonials.  Colonel  and  Captain  Trotter  gained  dis¬ 
tinction  in  the  Boer  War;  and  Capt.  L.  J.  Trotter  of 
the  Indian  service  has  written  a  valuable  history  of 
India. 

The  cadets  of  the  house  appear  in  America  about 
1700.  In  Hayden's  Genealogies,  Trotter  married 
Ann  Stephens  in  Virginia.  From  the  Edenton  Reg¬ 
ister.  we  find  that  James  Trotter  married  Margaret 
Potter  in  1742,  and  James  Trotter  married  Mary 
Ward  in  1743,  in  North  Carolina.  At  this  time  in 
America  a  bond  of  {2,500  had  to  be  given  before  a 
license  to  marry  was  issued.  The  sureties  on  the 
bond  of  James  are  given  in  both  cases. 


In  1742  a  young  couple,  descendants  of  the  Earl 
I  of  Gowrie.  settled  in  Augusta  County,  Va.,  though 
They  came  first  to  Philadelphia.  Their  children  were 
Joseph.  James,  George,  and  another  son,  either  Wil- 
Uamor  John.  When  the  sons  were  grown,  they 
moved  to  Kentucky.  Joseph  Trotter  became  a  met 
chant  in  Lexington,  Kv..  and  a  large  landowner  there 
an^TiTOhio.  His  childreiTare  not  known,  but  a  John 
Trotter,  bom  in  1775,  who  married  Claudia  Rice, 
daughter  of  the  Rev.  David  Rice,  a  prominent  divine 
of  note  in  Kentucky  and  Ohio,  might  very  likely  be 
a  son.  (Exact  information  on  this  point  is  desired.) 

James  Trotter,  also  a  son  of  the  Augusta  couple, 
was  a  man  of  note  in  Virginia ;  Colonel  in  Tygart’s 
expedition  from  that  county  under  Gen.  Karman, 
(?)  in  1790.  He  was  at  the  siege  of  York  in  the 
Revolutionary  War.  After  his  removal  to  Kentucky, 
he  represented  that  district  in  the  general  Assem¬ 
bly  of  Virginia,  and  later,  his  own  county  in  Ken- 
tncky. 

He  married  Margaret  Downing,  member  of  a  well 
known  family  in  Augusta  County,  Va.,  whose  sister 
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married  Major  James  Wilson.  Col.  James  Trotter 
died  at  his  estate.  Woodland,”  near  Lexington,  Ky 
in  1827  July  13.  His  children  were  .  James  Gabriel, 
married  Eliza  Randolph  Nicholas;  George  Trotter, 
married  Eliza  Pope,  daughter  of  U.  S.  Senator, 
Pope;  entered  the  army  in  1812  as  Captain  of  Volun¬ 
teers  became  Lieutenant  Colonel  in  1813,  and  led 
a  brigade  with  the  title  of  General,  the  same  year. 
Samuel  Trotter  married  Kitty  Gatewood.  Col. 
George  Trotter  died  in  1815,  and  lies  in  what  was 
the  family  graveyard  just  outside  the  city  limits  of 
Lexington.  His  estate  is  now  the  Chatauqua  Assem¬ 
bly  grounds.  _  .

George  Trotter  Sr.,  son  of  the  Augusta  Trotter 
couple,  probably  remained  in  Virginia.  He  married 

Sarah - .  A  brother  of  George  Sr.,  was  killed 

by  Indians  in  Mississippi.  His  name,  (supposed  to 
be  John  or  William),  and  his  family,  have  not  been 
learned.

/  The  Augusta  Trotters  have  descendants  in  Vir- 
/  ginia  and"  Philadelphia.  There  is  a  story  told  of  one 
who  had  a  contract  for  the  mail  between  Staunton 
and  Pittsburgh,  during  the  early  days  of  the  re¬ 
public  :  One  very  severe  winter,  it  was  difficult  to 
get  the  mail  through  and  several  complaints  reached 
him  from  Washington.  He  became  both  "Fortis  and 
ferox  ”  and  wrote  back  that  he  was  doing  the  best 
that  could  be  done,  but  that  ‘if  the  south  side  of  Hell 
blew  out  and  it  rained  fire  and  brimstone  for  a 
month,  it  wouldn’t  melt  the  snow  in  the  Alleghaney 
Mountains."  He  was  let  alone,  and  the  letter  was 
framed,  and  hangs  in  one  of  the  department  rooms 
in  Washington. 

No  relationship  has  yet  been  traced  between  the 
Augusta  County,  Trotters  and  those  of  southeast  Va.,

Extracts  from  a  letter  of  Preston  Trotter,  son  of  George 
Trotter,  Sr.,  and  nephew  of  Col.  James  Trotter,  to  George  B. 
Trotter,  from  Boon esbo rough,  Virginia,  January  14,  1852: 

The  Trotter  family  were  immigrants  from  Scotland.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  a  printed  memoir  of  one  of  the  name,  they  are  des¬ 
cended  from  the  Earl  of  Goury,  whose  name  is  prominent  in  Scot¬ 
tish  history  (see  Dr.  Robertson’s  History  of  Scotland,  II  VoL, 
1532)  in  time  of  James  VI.  Being  opposed  to  the  king  and 
Catholicism  they  left  their  homes  and  took  refuge  in  the  moun¬ 
tains  of  Moleroe  in  Ireland,  where  says  the  author  of  the  me¬ 
moirs,  their  descendants  to  this  day  are  among  the  respects  his 
gentry  of  the  country.  My  grandparents  came  to  Virginia  not  i 
less  than  a  century  ago  (in  1742),  a  young*®*  tried  coupla,  and 
settled  near  Philadelphia.  Subsequently  they  moved  to  Augusta 
county,  Virginia,  prior  to  the  Revolutionary  War,  for  my  1 
eldest  brother  was  at  the  siege  of  York.  I  should  judge  fi 
lands  which  grandfather  and  his  sons  possessed  that  h 
man  of  wealth.

Uncle 
Joseph  died  at  the  age  of  90,  with  pulmonary  disease.  tour 
grandfather  (CoL  James  Trotter)  was  a  man  of  note  m  Augusta 
county.  He  atood  once  a  candidate  for  the  general  assembly  of 
Virginia.  He  was  an  officer  in  an  expedition  from  that  county 
to  Tygarfa  Valley ;  was  esteemed  an  enterprising  man.  Several 
of  his  children  Ue  buried  in  one  of  the  old  church  yards  of  that 
county.  After  hia  removal  to  Kentucky  he  represented  that  dia- 
trict  in  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia,  and,  later,  Fayette 
county  in  the  general  assembly  of  Kentucky;  w*»  an  officer  a 
Harmar's  unfortunate  expedition  acrosa  the  Ohm.  ( See  account 
of  Gen-  Harmar's  expedition,  1790,  in  Western  Heview,  1820  in 
which  Col.  Trotter  is  mentioned.)  I  met  one  of  his  men  in  this 
country,  who  spoke  of  Col.  Trotter  as  an  excellent  and  humane 
officer.  That  he  was  a  man  of  nerve  was  evidenced  by  his  early 
emigration  to  Kentucky,  where  dangers  were  thick  and  fast  on 
every  side.  J  have  heard  my  good  old  Aunt  Margaret  (his  wife) 
aay  that  often  from  their  farm  they  heard  the  drum  beat  the 
alarm  in  Lexington,  notifying  the  people  of  the  approach  of  the 
Indians.

Mter 
reaching  Kentucky,  your  grandparents  came  under  the  influence 
of  that*  wave  of  infidelity,  which  rolled  over  that  state,  but 
were  afterwards  restored  to  the  church,  dying  in  faith  and  hope. 

Major  John  Wilson,  an  elder  in  New  Providence  church 
-carried  a  sister  of  Aunt  Margaret.  Her  descendants  are  about 
k«-e  Samuel  Wilson,  her  son,  is  the  first  cousin  of  vour  father, 
KC,  lives  in  sight,  where  he  has  reared  a  large,  respectable  family. 
Hi.  eldest  brother,  Rev.  James  Wilson,  and  myself  (another  cou¬ 
sin  to  your  father),  married  sisters.

Vl^fcped,  with  the  privilege  of  visiting  the  same  and  burying 


dead,  to  them  and  the  survivors  of  their  heirs  forever,  in  trust 
fot  tib«  use  and  purpose  of  interring  the  dead  of  each  and  every 
one  of  them  and  their  families  and  all  of  my  descendants,  and 
of  such  persons  as  they  may  think  proper,  but  for  no  other  use  or 
purpose  whatsoever. ”  The  Trotter  graveyard  lies  just  beyond 
the  city  limits  of  Lexington,  Kentucky,  to  the  right  of  the  Tate’s 
creek  pike.  Only  one  headstone  remains  to  indicate  its  location, 
and  that  of  a  stranger.  The  dressed  Btones  that  supported  the 
arch  of  the  vault  have  all  been  carried  away  and  there  only  re¬ 
mains  a  large  mound  of  yellow  clay  upon  which  even  the  generous 
blue  grass  refuses  to  grow.  The  broken  fragments  of  the  head¬ 
stone,  which  marked  the  grave  of  CoL  Trotter  lie  scattered  around 
it.  Surely  the  patriotic  societies  of  Lexington,  the  Sons  and 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  and  of  the  war  of  1812 
can  find  good  work  in  caring  for  these  graves — that  of  Col. 
James  Trotter,  of  the  Revolution,  and  of  George  Trotter,  Ken¬ 
tucky’s  hero  at  the  battle  of  the  Thames. 


CHAPTER  XXVIII. 

The  New  England  Historical  and  Genealogical  Society  is  the 
foremost  organization  of  its  kind  in  America,  as  well  as  the  eldest, 
and  its  collections  are  unequaleri  both  in  extent  and  in  impor¬ 
tance.  Some  years  ago  its  committee  on  English  research  de¬ 
termined  upon  a  plan  for  securing  information  about  the  family 
history  of  the  early  settlers  of  this  country.  The  eminent  anti¬ 
quary,  Henry  F.  Waters,  sailed  for  England  in  1883  under  their 
direction,  his  notes  appearing  regularly  6inoe  that  time  in  The 
Register. 

These  collections,  including  the  various  installment*,  have 
lately  been  published  in  two  large  volumes,  and  the  Joseph  Hab¬

Benjamin  Mills  and  Asahel  Enloe  were  magistrates  in  Greenville,  : . 
and  were  warm  friends.  Mri  Itnloe  was  an  upright  and  rigid  Presby-  .  f* 
terian,  measuring  actions  upon  the  strict  line  of  right  and  wrong,  but  -ty-  -> 
still  merciful  and  one  of  the  kindest  hearted  men  I  ever  knew,  having  ' 
been  one  of  my  firef  teachers. 

Mills  was  a. talented,  jolly,  whole-souled  kind  of  a  fellow,  the  son  .  •  .  •' 
of  a  Presbyterian  preacher,  and  consequently  familiar  with  the  meth¬ 
ods  of  thought  and  estimate  that  such  would  place  on  any  dereliction  -  ,  • 
of  duty.  The  two  men  were  walking  together  one  day  when  Mills  in-  • 
advertently  let  slip  an  oath,  but  appeared  not  to  notice  it,  and  began  •  A 
casting  about  for  ways  and  means  to  escape  Squire  Enloe’s  sense  of  '  .  , 
duty,  which'  was  as  dear  to  himias  life. 

•  Mr.  Mills,  on  reaching  his  own  office,  excused  Himself,  stepped  in, 
and  taking  up  his  docket,  wrote  something  jn  it.  He  then  sauntered  *. 

over  to  Enloe’s  office,  but  waited  for*  him  to  mention  the  subject  first.  t  V  * 

Mr.  Enloe  in  the  kindest  courtesy,  hoping  that  Mills  would  first  broach 
the  matter,  waited  until  it  seemed  useless  to  wait  any  longer,  when  in'  - 

a  gentle  manner  he  called  Mills’  attention  to  the  unpleasant  subject. 

"Yes,  Mr.  Enloe,”  said  Mills  with  apparent  emotion.  "I  feel  hec^-  *  ' 

■‘ly'ashamed  of  my  conduct  and  hardly  know  what  ought  to  be  done  J

Robert  was  of  Haverhill,  and  left  large  issue,  all  of  wbotn  lth art  will 
be  noted  m  Mr.  Chase’s  promised  hisrory.  The  County  Recoida  at  Salem 
have  several  wills  and  inventories,  especially,  I  would  note,  of  his 
sons  Samuel  and  Timothy.  Thomas  m.  Elizabeth  Hutchins.  April, 
1657,  and  had  John,  b.  May  4,  1657 ;  Elizabeth,  b.  Dec.  23,1659:  Mary 
b.  March  22,  1661 ;  Love^April  15,  1663;  two  sons  b.  in  1664,  d.  same 
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year;  Tfion'iAS,  b.  June  9,  1666;  and  Samuel,  b.  July  11,  1671;  d.  July, 
1672.  .  Thomas  himself  d.  Nun.  9,  1686. 

Petk^  was,  like  the  last  named,  settled  at  Haverhill,  and  by  wife  Han¬ 
nah  Allen,  had  Rutb,  Hannah!,  Abigail,  Mury,  Samuel,  Williaih,  Rachel, 
and  Ebeoezer.  Thus  far  we  have  traced,  adding  much  to  Savage’s  account. 

The  oldest  son,  John,  m.  1st,  Sarah  Williams,  and  had  a  dam  Sarah  by 
hec.  His  Bccond  wife  was  Susannah  Syrnonds,  but  by  which  wife  respect¬ 
ively  were  his  children.  I  do  not  know.  He  removed  to  Brookfield,  was  ' 
a  Captain,  and  was  killed  by  tbe  Indians,  Aug.  3,  1675.  His  family  was 
of  course  scattered,  and  we  will  now  try  to  trace  them.  In  May,  1703, 
his  sons  Samuel,  John,  and  Thomus,  were  appointed  administrators,  and 
in  1713,  Thomus,  Joseph,  Mark,  Edward,  und  Nathaniel,  “  brothers,” 
claimed  the  estate.  Snmuel  we  know  was  dead  in  1714,  as  it  was  then 
bo  stated  by  bis  son  Edwurd.  John,  we  may  presume,  was  also  dead; 
and  tlkese  seem  to  have  been  the  oldest  sons. 

In  1714  tbe  heirs  were,  Edward,  son  of  Samuel;  John,  son  of  Ed¬ 
ward;  Abraham  and  Thomas,  sons  of  Thomas;  Nathaniel,  son  of 
Nathaniel;  and  John,  William,  nnd  Benjamin,  sons  of  Joseph.  We 
will  see  where  these  children  were  settled  after  the  Brookfield  settlement 
was  destroyed.  Edward ,  Mark ,  and  Nathaniel,  sons  of  Cupt.  John, 
doubtless  settled  in  New  Hampshire,  as  Savage  notes  persons  of  these 
names  as  living  there  1685-9.  Thomas  went  without  doubt  to  Newbury, 
and  19  the  one  mentioned  by  Savage,  as  we  can  hardly  suppose  there 
were  two  Thomases  each  having  a  son  Abraham.  Joseph's  locality  is 
still  unknown.  Nathaniel  and  John ,  perhaps,  came  to  Boston,  and  were 
the  persons  mentioned  in  Gleanings ,  No.  26,  (aide  pp.  56-7.)  as  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  agree,  viz.:  Nathaniel’s  having  a  son  of  the  same  name,  and 
John’s  dying  in  1711  without  children.  The  Boston  John's  birth  seems 
conclusive,  and  he  died  just  before  the  date  of  the  deed  in  which  his  name 
is  omitted  from  the  list  of  heirs. 

There  remains  now  only  Samuel,  whom  I  presume  to  have  settled  like 
Thomas,  at  Newbury,  and  to  be  the  one  mentioned  by  Coffin,  who  had  a 
son  Jabez,  b.  there  27  Dec.  1690;  because  a  Jubez  Ayres,  the  only  one 
1  have  yet  found,  settled  at  Brookfield  when  il  was  resettled,  and  tradition, 
as  given  by  his  grandson,  says  that  he  was  a  descendant  of  Capt.  Joho. 

I  can  hardly  conceive  of  any  other  person  rliau  a  descendant  returning 
thus  to  the  town. 

I  am  aware  that  this  record  is  very  incomplete,  and  largely  conjectural, 
but  I  hope  some  one  may  be  interested  enough  to  confirm  or  confute  my 
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Jabez  Ayres  of  Brookfield,  bv  wife  Rebecca,  had  Stephen,  b  Aug.  3, 
1719;  Eliphalet,  b  Murch  4,  1722;  William,  h.  28  Feb.  1723-4;  Mica- 
jah,  b.  Sept.  24,  1729;  Onesephorus,  b.  April  7,  1733;  Stepher,  b.  Feb. 
12,  1735-6;  Jabez,  b.  April  26,  1737. 

Of  these,  Onesephorus  m.  Feb.  1759,  Anna  Ooodale,  and  had  ten 
children;  of  whom  John,  b.  April  10,  1779,  m.  Nov.  5,  1803,  Rebecca 
Lombur1,  (see  Reg.  xii.  251)  nnd  died  Aug  22,  J830,  leaving  one  son, 
John,  and  three  daus.  Lovice,  Mary,  and  Rebecca  ;  of  whom,  Lovice  m.

ut.  Abel  Wright1  was  fuuud  amoog  tbe  early  settlers  of  Spring- 
isacliosetts,  in  tbe  Couuecticut  Valley,  who  spent  a  mature  life  of 
•eventy  years  there,  from  16-35  to  1725,  wheu  he  died  at  the  advanced  age 
of  ninety -four  years.  Where  he  came  from  or  who  were  his  parents,  I  have 
been  unable  to  ascertain.  There  were  other  Wright  settlers  in  the  colo¬ 
nies  before  him  in  Eastern  Massachusetts, — as  CapL  Richard  Wright,  at 
Lyon,  iD  16.30;  John  Wright ,  at  Woburn,  in  16-11;  RoUrt  Wright,  at 
Boston,  in  16-43,  according  to  Dr.  .Savage,  in  hi-.  Genealogical  Dictionary, 
besides  others  in  various  places  of  a  later  date  than  the  above  uamed.  And 
at  Wethersfield,  Good.,  below  Hartford,  there  wa>  a  Thomas  Wight  as 
early  as  163'J,  who  had  (piite  a  family.  -Also  Dea  Samuel  Wright  was  an 
early  settler  at  Springfield  about  the  same  year.  IC.'iLMO,  who  had  a  family 
of  eight  children,  all  named  ;  but  no  Abel  among  either  of  these  familiea 
is  given  in  their  records.  * 

\It  is  iKJSiible.  if  not  most  probable,  that  these  last  two  settlers,  so  near 
each  other,  were  brothers,  and  from  the  date  uf  their  family  records,  uncles 
to  Abel  Wright,  who  might  naturally  have  followed  in  tlio  wake  of  Iris  kins¬ 
man  to  Springfield,  at  the  age  of  twenty-four  years,  where  he  is  found  in 
January.  1655.  Hence  1  can  safely  begin  his  record  at  that  date,  and  shall 
■endeavor  to  follow  his  liue  of  posterity  for  several  generations,  according 
to  authentic  information  obtained  by  much  labor,  from  both  town  and  family 
records. 

Although  the  town  had  been  settled  in  1636.  it  was  still  in  its  infancy 
whn-n  our  Abel  appeared  on  the  stage,  to  claim  a  place  among  his  fellow  men. 

1  give  two  or  three  extracts  from  the  towu  records  of  Springfield,  which  I 
made  in  November,  1863.  that  read  as  follows  :  -  Jan.  2,  1655, — There  is 
granted  to  Abell  Wright ,  a  home  lot  containing  three  acres  in  the  land  next 
ye  Round  Hill."  And  Feb.  13,  1656,  again:  •*  It  is  granted  to  Abell 
Wright  an  amonnt  of  Twenty  (2<i)  acres  which  had  formerly  Come  into  the 
•  baud  of  Rowland  Thomas,  l)iug  iu  ye  great  plain  over  ye  great  river,  called 
Chickuppy  plain,  provided  he  continues  five  years  in  town/1  Aud  it  seems 
^\iu  the  seipiel  that  he  came  to  stay,  as  lie  did  for  seventy  years. 

Again  savs  the  record  “  March  13.  166U. — There  is  grauted  to  Thomas 
Bancroft  Abell  Wright,  John  Lombard  and  Richard  Sikes,  a  parcel  of  land 
'y*  Iving  on  the  w^t  side  of  y*  great  river  over  agaiust  y*  long  meadow  below 
George  Colton's,  which  laud  hereby  grauted,  lyeili  between  two  brooks,  and 
it  is  to  run  westward  from  yr  river  to  a  hill  about  40  rods  westward  .— Thos. 
Bancroft  to  lie  next  t. •  the  Soutbermost  brook.  Abell  Wright  next  toward 
I  the  D'>rth.  John  Lumburd  next  to  him.  and  Richard  .Sikes  next  to  him 
(  They  four  sharing  thereof  equally  in  three-score  acres  of  land,  if  there  be 
^  so  much  there,— or  if  there  he  not  so  much  they  arc  to  divide  the  piece 
^  ^  equally  amongst  them.  I  yiug  as  above  expressed.’’ — See  Record  of  Deeds, 
yol.  i.  p.  20.3.  Various  other  grants  of  luud.  to  the  number  of  sixteen  in 
I  from  1655  to  1695,  as  well  as  several  to  Ins  sous  Joseph  aud  Abel,  Jr., 

*  ^  8X6  011  the  town  records  also.  Iu  those  primitive  times  the  farming  was  on 
a  smaller  scale  than  we  see  now,  and  hence  the  few  acres  allotted  to  each 
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settler  in  these  grants.  Contemporary  with  Abel  Wright  were  snch  men 
aa  Col.  Johu  Pynchon,  Samuel  Terry,  John  Bliss,  Thomas  Root,  Robert 
Ashley,  Hugh  Dudley,  Thomas  Sewall,  Obadiah  Miller,  Eliezer  Holyoke, 
John  Holyoke,  James  Osborne,  Nathaniel  Pritchard  and  Thomas  Gilbert  ; 
with  Deacons  Samuel  Chapin,  Samuel  Wright  (until  165/,  when  he  re¬ 
removed  to  Northampton,  and  died  there  Oct.  17,  16G5,-  when  asleep  in  his 
chair),  Jonathan  Burt,  Beujamiu  Parsons,  John  Hitchcock  and  James  War- 
riner,  and  Rev.  Pelatiaii  Glovku  from  1G59  to  1692,  and  Rev.  Samuel 
Brewer  from  1694  to  172.7,  and  onwards  to  1733,  wheu  the  last  pastor 
died  ;  alluhese  in  the  First  Congregational  Church. 

‘•Feb.  23,  1662.  Iu  the  order  of  Seating  persons  in  church,  Abell 
Wright  is  put  in  tho  ‘eighth  seat’  with  Mr. - Horton,  John  Bag,  Josh¬ 

ua  Riley  and  Lvman  Beaman.  And  Samuel  Terry  in  the  9th  seat  with 
four  otht-rs.”  According  to  the  Springfield  Records  that  I  saw  and  han¬ 
dled  in  1<%3,  the  following  facts  are  shown  : 

Ahel1  Wright  married  Dee.  1.  1659,  Martha  Kitcherel,  daughter  of  Sam¬ 
uel  K.  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  and  had  a  family  of  thirteen  children,  of  whom 
ten  married  (see  names  below),  lb-  was  a  citizen  of  some  note,  both  in 
the  civil  and  military  service  of  the  town,  lu  1695  he  was  elected  to  the, 
“  General  Court."  and  in  May.  IG'.iC.  Dea.  Hurt  and  Lieut.  Abel  W  right 
were  chosen  to  auswer  a  petition  of  the  people  ou  the  west  side  of  the  river 
asking  to  become  a  separate  parish  and  procure  a  minister  of  their  own. 
In  1703.  July  26th.  Indians  came  upon  the  town  and  despoiled  his  family, 
scalping  his  wife,  who  died  in  consequence  ou  the  19th  of  October  follow¬ 
ing-  They  al.-.  killed  an  infant  of  his  son  Henry,  aod  captured  his  wife, 
who  died  soon  after.  But  this  venerable  ancestor  lived  until  1  <25,  for^his 
tomhstone  record  says:  “  Lieut.  Abel  Wright  died  October  29th,  1725, 
aged  94  years.”

after  Edward  Burcham,  who  was  an  original  proprietor  of  a  large  por- 
(  .  ‘,0n  01  Thcse  300  acres  had  been  granted  by  the  town  to  Shuba-1 

Walker  lor  services  rendered,  as  lias  been  already  explained  under  the 
year  1671).  —  Capt.  Savage,  in  right  of  his  wife,  wlm  was  wad.  of  Oba- 
diah  Walker  and  dan.  of  Rev.  Mr.  Hangh,  contended  for  the  title 
to  the  land.

- 1  year,  Dea.  Wip.  Cowd-rey  died,  aged  S3.  He  was  one 
of  the  very  earliest  settlers  of  the  town,  and  one  of  its  most  useful  and 
estimable  uutens.  He  was  Town  Clerk  from  the  settlement  of  the 
place  as  long  as  he  lived  ;  and  although  for  the  last  few  vears  of  his 
life  he  was  too  foefile  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office,  the  town 
would  not  elect  a  successor,  but  chose  a  Town  Chirk,  fro  timfon,  for 
six  years.  He  was  always  one  of  the  Selectmen,  and  generally  chair¬ 
man,  and  often  .1  Jb-f.r,.'eiita;:ve  t„  Gen.-ra'  (.■..nit,  and  wrote'  nearly 
ail  the  Wills  01  his  fellow-citizens  made  during  the  time.

NOTES 

An  utterly  preposterous  pedigree,  Harlcian  1241,  is  printed  in  Publication, 
of  III,  Harlcian  Society,  vol.  28  (Shropshire),  p.  107,  which  makes  the  first 
Alan  de  Charlton  (generation  6  above)  a  younger  brother  of  the  last  Baron 
Charlton  of  Powys.  But  Edward,  the  last  Baron  of  Charlton  blood  was 
bom  in  1371,  and  his  father  was  born  in  1334;  whereas  our  Alan  de  Charlton 
married  about  1317  a  widow  who  was  born  in  1288.  Alan’s  birth  may 
therefore  be  placed  as  around  1290,  hence  it  is  ridiculous  to  suppose  that  he 
could  be  younger  brother  of  a  man  born  about  eighty  years  after  himself. 

"  e  find  R.  W.  Eyton's  account  in  Antiquities  of  Shropshire,  vol  9  pp 
309-320,  much  more  trustworthy.  There  are  other  serious  errors  in'  the 
Harlcian  pedigree  above  mentioned. 

In  Publications  of  the  Harlcian  Society,  the  same  vol.  28,  at  pp  100-101 
appears  a  much  more  reliable  pedigree  of  the  Charltons  of  Apley  based  on 
Harlcian  1396,  fo.  65,  and  1241,  fo.  5. 

The  only  difficult  point  in  the  above  descent  of  Rev.  Peter  Bulkeley  from 
Saher  de  Quincy  is  at  generation  13.  In  the  preceding  account  of  the 
Grosvenor  family  we  have  presented  the  evidence  which  proves  that  Elizabeth 
wife  of  Thomas  Bulkeley.  was  daughter  of  Randall  Grosvenor  by  his  wiki 
Anne  Charlton.  The  Grosvenor  pedigree  in  The  Herald  and  Genealogist 
called  Anne  the  daughter  of  William  Charlton  of  Apley.  The  Grosvenor 
inquisition  hereinbefore  printed  in  full  proves  that  she  was  daughter  of 
Richard  Charlton  of  Apley.  That  agrees  better  with  all  the  known  dates 
and  it  makes  her  sister  of  William  Charlton  instead  of  his  daughter.  Thk 
\\  illiam  (d.  1532)  was  born  presumably  about  1480-85,  for  he  served  in 
1513  m  the  French  wars,  where  his  courage  won  him  the  appellation  of 
btout  William.

Charles  II  concerning  certain  charges  which  had  been 
preferred  in  England  as  to  the  “great  independence 
of  the  colony  in  making  laws,”  etc.  Appointed  Major 
of  the  “former  regiment  of  Middlesex”  in  1680,  and 
elected  to  the  office  of  the  “  First  Commissioner  in  Re¬ 
serve  ”  1684.  he  was  appointed  by  Governor  Andros 
March  3,  1687,  one  of  the  Associate  Justices  of  the 
newly  established  High  Court.  Though  only  forty- 
seven  years  old  at  this  time,  he  appears  to  have  been  in 
poor  health  and  not  equal  to  the  duties  which  his  new 
office  imposed,  if  we  can  credit  the  statements  of  Ran¬ 
dolph,  who,  in  writing  to  England,  January,  1688,  just 
before  Colonel  Bulkelev’s  death,  as  to  the  necessity  of 
sending  Judges  from  that  country  to  Massachusetts, 
says:  “As  for  Mr.  Bulkeley,  he  is  stupefied  and  drown  in 
melancholy,  and  almost  useless,  being  seldom  with  us.”

89),  and  of  which  the  following  is  an  ab¬ 
stract .  ‘Vwbsreas  Mrs  Elimbeth  Fawkner  of  Epeom  burry  did  by  her  L*.«tt  Will 
beq  aes  th  tbe  so  m  of  firs  hundred  pounds  Sterling  to  her  Relations  the  familyes  of 
the  Buckleys  in  New  England  koow  ye  that  I  John  Hancock  of  Lexington  in  y* 
county  of  Middlesex  Clerk  one  of  y*  Demons  Interested  in  y •  s4  Legacy  haying  re¬ 
vived  toy  proportion  of  y*  afore**  Legacy  Do  fully  discharge,”  Ac.  Ao.  Da  tod 

The  following  is  of  oourse  the  clause  referred  to  :  “  Item  I  give  and  beqneatb 
unto  such  the  cnildren  or  grandohildren  of  o»y  uoclea  Edward  Bulkley  Peter  Bulk- 
ley  and  Gershom  Bulkley  late  of  New  England  r»  shall  be  living  ot  the  time  of  my 
decease  the  sum  of  fire  hundred  pounds  sterling.” 

Now  Her.  John  Hancock  of  Lexington,  born  1671,  died  1752.  wu  the  son  of 
Nathaniel  (Nathaniel  and  Joan)  Hancock  ;  snd  Mary  (Henry  and  Joen)  Prentice. 
As  he  was  therefore  neither  the  child  nor  the  grandchild  of  a  Bulkley,  he  mu.»t  have 
received  the  legacy  in  right  of  his  wile  He  married  about  1700  (eldest  son  John 
born  June  1,  1702)  Elixabeth  Clarke  (died  1760),  daughter  of  Rev  Thomas  (Jonas 

and  Eluahetb)  Clarke  of  Chelmsford  ;  and  hia  wife  Mary -  (died  Dec.  2,  1700). 

As  Elizabeth  (Clarke)  Hancock  was  nut  the  daughter,  she  must  have  been  the 
granddaughter  and  her  mother  tire  daughter  of  one  of  '*  my  uncle*”  Edward, 
Peter  or  Gershom  Bulkley.  Before  inquiring  which  of  tliosc  could  have  been  the 

fatheT  of  Mary  ( - )  Clarke,  it  in  nec-esary  to  fix  approximately  the  date  of  her 

birth.  She  had  several  children,  but  the  only  dates  of  birth  known  are  those  of  her 
sons  in  1684  and  1694.  As  her  daughter  Lucy  was  married  in  17IX)  and  Eliiaheth 
prohnhly  the  snme  year,  their  mother  could  scarcely  have  hem  burn  Inter  than  1660, 
and  the  probability  is  that  the  date  wo*  earlier  ;  perhaps  n.t  lar  Iron  165.5  Her 
husband,  Rev.  Thomas  Clarke,  born  March  2.

Feb  5,  1677  ”  (1677-8).  lie  was  ordained  and  probably  married 
soon  after,  which  again  would  give  1655  as  it  probable  approximate  date  for  the 
birth  of  hia  wife  Mary.
